1936:  Somewhere  along  the  way,  our  number  was  reduced  to  nine¬ 
teen.  Helen  Thompson,  who  moved  here  from  Fort  Wayne,  proved  an 
excellent  student.  Sarah  Carter,  “small  but  mighty,”  also  joined  our 
class  this  year.  High  School  days  seemed  so  different.  Parties,  dances, 
and  even  our  exams  were  different.  Somehow  we  missed  “initiation.” 
(Glad!  !)  “Greenies”  was  sufficient  for  this  year. 

1937 :  Trip  by  trip,  we  seem  to  be  gaining  on  our  goal.  A  few 
changes  of  students  occurred.  Kathryn  Ann  and  Betty  Jane  Merritt,  the 
twins,  and  Edward  Shananahan,  three  good  students,  left.  James  Cough¬ 
lin,  a  new  student  from  Fort  Wayne,  joined  our  class  and  helped  bridge 
the  loss  of  the  three.

1938:  “Sixteen  Jolly  Juniors”  entered  the  classroom  to  carry  on  tile 
many  duties  of  a  junior  class.  Three  of  our  students,  Tom  Shaw,  Kevin 
Stanley,  and  Louis  Bickford,  did  not  return.  Tom  and  Kevin  are  still  in 
Marion  but  “Louie”  is  now  a  student  at  St.  Joseph’s,  Ccllegeville.  He 
pays  our  class  a  visit  now  and  then.  We  soon  began  our  first  task,  pub¬ 
lishing  the  “Spotlite”.

Dorothy  Brinker,  who  joined  us  in  the 
eighth  grade,  left  the  second  semester.  Students  have  come  and  gone 
during  these  past  years,  but  there  still  remains  five  original  students, 
namely :  Cornell  Bailey,  J.  T.  Radamaker,  Jean  Tinkle,  Evelyn  Wiegand, 
and  Joan  Cashman.  Our  class  has  had  many  thrills  on  the  road,  but  we 
feel  we’ve  accomplished  our  goal.  When  our  pastor,  Father  McCarthy, 
hands  us  our  diplomas  (?)  in  June,  we  shall  walk  through  those  same 
portals  we  had  entered  years  ago,  and  take  our  first  steps  into  the  big 
wide  world.
